Gen. Garcia re- 
fused to accept a subordinate place, 
Insisting that he was an ally. Gen. 
"Shafter'a answer saying that this was 
a wefr between the United States and 
Spain f>ftip>etlve of Tfltmls trxitvltrnat 
interest, and President McKinley's in- 
structions with reference to the ad- 
•uiiuistration of the surrendered dis- 
trict, published here yesterday are in- 
terpreted as a tacit avowal of Ameri- 
can intention to annes the island and 
not to grant independence. 

This is apposed by the Cubans. Se 
nor Joaquin Castillo, president of tht 
rian Carlo* Cuban club, and a brothei 
of Gen. Castillo^ urges an official pro- 
test to President McEinley withoui 
delay saying 'Silence now would indi 
cate our consent to the American atti 
tude which is a plain breach of faith 
that the Cubans can not possibly tol- 
erate." 

A meeting was held Sunday after- 
noon at the San Carlos club to discuss 
the matter and it is probable that a 
protest was drawn up which will be 
submitted. 

It is understood that many who were 
present at the meeting favored the 
scheme of a protectorate by the U nited 
States with eventual annexation after 
five or six years, but the protest is on 
a matter of principle, the main objec- 
tion being the continuation in office of 
Spanitb officials appointed by Madrid 
on the ground that Spaniards, as a 
conquered puople, should not be vested 
with authority over Cubans, \hc allies 
and coadjutors of the United State* 
and the reorescntativei" of a free and 
Independent people. Such is under- 
•tood to have been the tenor of the 
meeting.

l r nited States Becoming a Kaetor 
in the World's Trade.

The remarkable advance of the United 
State! into the markets of the world is 
preieoted in a publication juit issued 
fr .ru the Bureau of Foreign Commerce, 
Department of State, under the direction 
of Mr. Frederick Emory. While pre 
seuting elaborate statistics and data on 
the increase of this trade the world over, 
the subject ii also treated broadly to 
bring out the general significance of this 
trade development, which Mr Emory re 
fers to as "An American Invanon of the 
market! of the world." Although no 
reference is made to recent geographical 
and political changes, resultiug from the 
appearance of the Uuited 'States in the 
Phillppinef.in Cuba. Porto Kico and else 
where, yet the reviewjdeals with the im- 
portant part which American enterprise 
and capital is taking in thej development 
of the far East. In his introduction to 
the work. Mr. Emory says: 

• The United States is no longer merely 
the granery of the world ' While its 
exports of agricultural products basin- 
creased to a remarkable extent during 
the past year, its sales abroad of manu 
factured goods have continued to extend 
with a facility and promptitude of results 
which have excited the serious concern 
of countries that, for generations, bad 
only controlled their home markets, 
but bad practically monopolized certain 
lines of trade in other lands. When we 
consider that this result has been reached 
'ith comparative ease, In spite of added 
impediments to United Slates exports, in 
the form of discrimination! of various 
kindi, and notwithitanding|Sthat organ- 
zed effort to reach foreign markets for 
jur manufactures is as yet in its infancy, 
the ability of the United States to com- 
pete successfully with the most advanced 
stnal Nations in any part of the 
world, as well as with those Nations in 
their home markets, can no longer be 
seriously questioned " 

The attention which foreign Govern 
ments have given to this rapid increase 
of American trade is discussed as follows: 
In view of what may be termed an 
American invasion of the markets of the 
world, the attitude of the leading com- 
mercial Nations towards each other and 
the relations in which their industrial 
ity and trade interests bear to the 
United States become a matter of practi- 
cal concern The more important inci- 
dents of the past year in forsign diplo 
macy have, therefore, a significance for 
us which might not have attached to 
them in the absence of concerted efforts 
to extend the sale of our goods. It may 
be said that the chief business of Euro- 
pean diplomacy at the present day is to 
icure new spheres of influence' and 
ider opportunities for trade as well as 
suitable territory for occupation by the 
overflow of population from the more 
densely inhabited countries. The world 
has watched the progress of the diplo 
matic drama in China with an interest 
which has heigntened by the knowledge 
that the practical outcome might be 
either the opening of new channels of 
trade to the commerce of the globe, or 
the appropriation of them by particular 
ons for their own special benefit, 
ihina has for some years been one of 
nost promising fields for American 
enterprise, industry and capital, and the
